MEIXICO CITY (AP) — To rrentia l ra ins 
drenched rescue wo rkers in so me pa rts o f 
so uthea st Mex ico to da y a s they sea rched 
fo r bo dies o r tra pped surv iv o rs fro m the 
wo rst ea rthqua ke in mo dern Mex ica n his­ 
to ry . 
The ra ins a dded to a n a lrea dy serio us 
flo o d pro blem a nd dro v e mo re peo ple fro m 
their ho mes. 
La te figures fro m the qua ke a rea s 120 to 
2 2 0 miles so uth a nd ea st o f Mex ico City 
indica ted mo re tha n 600 perso ns perished 
in the dev a sta ting ea rth sho ck a t 3:5 1 a .m. 
Tuesda y . 
It wa s the highest dea th to ll o f a n 
ea rthqua ke in Mex ico since the keeping o f 
such reco rds sta rted in the ea rly 19 00s. 
President Luis Echev erria scheduled a 
bus to ur o f the dev a sta ted a rea to da y . 
’The qua ke, co ming during the wo rst 
ra iny sea so n in 30 y ea rs, ex tended a 
disa ster a rea tha t a lrea dy co v ered much 
<d 
centra l Mex ico . Sev enty -six perso ns ha v e 
died in flo o ds in the pa st mo nth, the ho mes 
o f mo re tha n 4 00,000 ha v e been da ma ged 
a nd millio ns o f do lla rs wo rth o f cro ps ha v e 
been ruined. 
The ea rthqua ke, which registered 6.5 o n 


the Richter sca le, struck a t lea st 2 4 cities, 
to wns a nd v illa ges a lo ng the Sierra Ma dre 
ra nge in the sta tes o f Puebla a nd Vera cruz. 


In Richter mea surements, a n ea rthqua ke 
o f 7.0 is 10 times mo re sev ere tha n o ne o f 
6 .0, which is 10 times grea ter tha n o ne o f 
5 .0. Tha t is beca use the Richter sca le 
mea sures wa v e ma gnitudes a nd no t 
so mething like a n increa se in a uto mo bile 
speed fro m 60 to 70 miles per ho ur.

The judge said Mrs Sabol. a 
rural Lawrence. Kan., resident, 
was entitled to actual damages 
of $1.760. punitive damages of 
$1000 and attorney fees of $1.- 
000 from Snyder. 
Leslie Weathers, attorney for 
Snyder, said a decision will be 
m ^e later this week whether 
to appeal. 
Two state agencv heads, who 
asked not to be identified, ex­ 
pressed shock at the ruling. 
They said they felt the state or 
the agencv should be held re­ 
sponsible by the court, but not 
the individual employe.

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Pilot gives testimony 
on weather conditions

ST. LOUIS (AP) — A pilot 
who landed his plane minutes 
before tlw Ju ly 23 crash of 
Ozark Flight 809 told an in­ 
vestigative pane! of the Nation­ 
al Transportation Safety Board 
Tuesday that weather condi­ 
tions were the “ worst** he’d 
seen in the last 10 years.

the last 10 years,“ said Chester 
0. Smith, a corporation pilot 
who landed his plane shortly 
before the Ozark Fairchild 227 
crashed on an approach to 
Lambert-St. Louis Airport, kill­ 
ing 38 of 44 persons on board. 
Two other pilots attempted to 
land at the time of the Ozark 
crash, but mi.ssed their ap­ 
proaches and landed at other 
airports. 
Smith said that as he was on 
his glide path his plane was hit 
by turbulence which caused 
him to ascend and then fall 
rapidly. 
He was or« of 10 witnesses to 
testify during the opening day 
of hearings conduct^ by an in­ 
vestigative team of the NTSB. 
The plane's pilot, Arvid L. 
Linke, submitted a statement to 
the panel saying he heard a 
“ loud noise which I could not 
identify and felt as if we were 
hitting or being hit by some­ 
thing." 
Linke was to bd questioned 
by the panel late today. 
One investigator submitted a 
report containing the text of 
conversations 
between 
the 


Lambert control tower and 
pbme landing at the airport. 
The text indicated the pilot of 
a TWA flight approaching the 
field in front of the Ozark plane 
told the tower. “ Don’t send 
anybody through where you 
sent me." 
The text showed the last ra­ 
dio contact with Flight 809 was 
its 
acknowledgement 
of

weather report showiiig the lo­ 
cation of severe thundershow­ 
ers. 
The twin-engine turbo prop 
crashed about 2.8 miles short of 


the runway, in a wooded ravine 
flanked by rows of homes in 
suburban Normandy. No one on 
the ground was injured. 
Four witnesses on the ground 
told the inquiry panel during 
Tuesday's testimony that there 
was heavy rain, high wind and 
lightning at the time of the 
crash!

Christopher 
Chickering, said he saw lighb

In the wake of Watergate 


Jurist sees Constitution's future in doubt

CHICAGO — The Watergate 
investigation has reached that 
level of permanence Americans 
usually attach only to such 
subjects as offensive football 
tactics, 
horror 
movies 
and 
civics. It is going to be the 
subject of a college course. 
Philip 
B. 
Kurland, 
a 
University 
of 
Chicago 
law 
school professor, editor of the 
“ Supreme Court Review" and 
one of the nation's best-known 
Constitutional authorities, 
is 
going 
to 
move 
into 
the 
university's 
undergraduate 
school to teach “Constitutional 
Aspects of Watergate" this fall. 
One reason, he says, is that he 
wants “ to teach these students 
what the law is really about, to 
dispel any notions of idealism 
they might have about it.“ 
Another reason is Kurland's 
concern with distinguishing the 
Watergate crisis as it affects the 
country from the crisis as it 
affects 
the 
individual 
government officials involved. 
“ The Watergate affair and 
everything associated with it 
mark a watershed and we don’t 
know yet in what direction 
we’re going to move.’’ he says. 
“ It wouldn’t make a helluva 
difference to our future if all 
these guys never are brought to 
trial as individuals. But we have 
to learn never to let power 
accumulate in one place as it 
has in the White House since 
the New Deal began. 
“ There 
are 
a 
lot 
of 
interrelated 
Constitutional 
questions involved; separation 
of powers, executive privilege. 


search and seizure, the function 
and scope of legislative inquiry, 
the president's power to set up 
his 
own 
investigative 
unit, 
among others. 
“ But the main question is 
whether the Constitution allows 
such centralization of autho­ 
rity.’’ 
Kurland believes the answer 
to that question is “ no" and his 
sympathies clearly lie with the 
Senate 
Select 
Committee 
investigating 
the 
Watergate 
burglary and its geometrically 
expanding ramifications. He is a 
consultant 
to 
both 
the 
committee's 
chairman. 
Sen. 
Sam Ervin. D-N.C., and the 
Judiciary 
subcommittee 
on 
separation of powers and a 
friend of the Watergate panel's 
chief counsel. Sam Dash. 
But he is nevertheless highly 
critical 
of 
the 
committee’s 
performance during the first 
round of public testimony in 
defining 
the 
relevant 
constitutional issues isolating 
them 
and 
collecting 
useful 
information about them. 


“ This is essentially a fox hunt 
and nobody likes a fox because 
he’s a varmint.’’ Kurland says. 
“ That doesn’t mean you have to 
like the fox hunters. 
“ The way the hearings were 
conducted, there was a danger 
that the American public would 
see 
them 
as 
a 
summer 
replacement for the soap operas 
and take them just as seriously. 
“ The committee overall has 
not 
shown 
itself 
to 
be 
exceptionally capable or bright. 
“ There is no questioning 
Ervin's honesty or dedication.

And while he 
does not expect his University 
of Chicago class to come up 
with any revelations, he says 
the study of Constitutional 
history should lead his students 
to a better understanding of the 
essence of the problem. 
“ For democracy to work, the 
people have to have faith in 
their government but here now 
cynicism is the rule.” Kurland 
says. “ You assume that every 
act by a government official is a 
malevolent one and you find 
two 
sides 
in 
the 
political 


argument 
justifying 
their 
behavior by the behavior of the 
other side. The radicals say they 
have to be disruptive because 
the administration acts the way 
it does, the administration says 
it acts the way it does because 
the radicals are so disruptive. 
“ We just can t have any more 
of 
this 
ends-justifying-the- 
means business. We have to 
measure the means against 
some standards of morality and 
ethics. 
“ The Constitution and our 
laws are not just sets of written 
directions 
for 
specific 
occasions. They also concern 
the 
patterns 
of 
behavior 
condoned by society and in that 
sense Watergate is not strictly a 
legal matter at all. 
“ What we really have to do is 
find out exactly what the rules 
are.”

that Threatt had not deposited any money 
in the bank in February. 
Threatt said when he appeared in his 
own defense Tuesday that before he left for 
Kansas City the morning of Feb. 3. he had 
only about $14 in his possession at the 
apartment he was .staying at. which was 
adjacent to the Dunlaps’ apartment. The 
apartment was being rented by two former 
Whiteman airmen — David Woods and 
Ledell Reese. 
At no time during the trial did the 
prosecution connect any evidence with 
Threatt. No fingerprints or any other forms 
of evidence pointing to Threatt were 
apparently found. 


The crime was believed to have (X’curred 
between 2 and 5 a.m. Feb. 3. The 
prosecution stated that Threatt during that 
time admitted to being at an apartment 
near Brown's apartment. 


The main thrust of the defense testimony 
was to contradict Dunlap's statement that 
he drove Threatt to Whiteman the morning 
of Feb. 3 and to prove that Threatt 
remained in the LaMonte apartment 
rented by Reese and Woixls the entire time 
between midnight and 8 a.m. Feb. 3. 
Dunlap earlier had admitted he was lying 
when he testified in Threatt’s March 19 
preliminary hearing in Pettis County 
Magistrate Court that he drove Threatt to a 
“ four-way st(^" in Knob Noster. Dunlap 
testified Moi^ay he actually drove the 
defendant to the air base. 
He explained that he lied during the 
preliminary hearing because if he had said 
he took 'Hureatt to Whiteman, he might 
have come under pressure from Air Force 
officials because he said he was not 
allowed to bring Threatt onto the base. 
Threatt was discharged after nine months 
in the Air Force because he could not adapt 
to military life, testimony at the trial 
indicated. 
After Dunlap admitted that he had lied,

Schools without the subsi­ 
dized lunch program w ill con­ 
tinue to get the milk subsidy, 
officials said, a provision af­ 
fecting about six million chil­ 
dren. 
Under the milk subsidy the 
government has provided an 
average of three cents toward 
the price of a half-pint of milk. 
The price <rf a half-pint <rf milk 
is now expected to rise to 10 
cents when schools open for the 
fall term. 
The lack oi funds stems from 
the fact that Congress has not 
approved a new appropriation 
for the program. However, a 
$97 million allocation is pending 
in a conference committee.

DETTROIT (AP) — United Auto Workers 
bargainers, rejecting a Chrysler Corp. con­ 
tract offer as a “ mockery,” resume their 
efforts today to win an acceptable pact 
from the automaker. 


“ We re not clear about what happens 
next,” UAW President Leonard Woodcock 
said on Tuesday after union bargainers 
unanimously rejected the offer minutes 
after Chrysler submitted it.

The union has not detailed its wage 
demands in negotiating with Chrysler, the 
bargaining target in seeking new contracts 
with the nation’s three largest automakers.

" I don’t think they want a strike, but 
they’re not working very hard to avoid 
one,” UAW Vice President Doug Fraser 
said after seeing Chrysler’s offer.

William O’Brien, Chrysler vice president 
for personnel, said last week that the com­ 
pany’s offer would be within federal 
gui(lelines holding wage and fringe benefit 
hikes to 6.2 per cent. 


On Tuesday, he told newsmen, "W e 
don’t intend to talk about costs. We’ll just 
say it is within government guidelines.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Susan Agnew. 
the 26-year-old daughter of the vice 
president, was flown home suddenly from 
Brazil this week after a series of threats 
were made on her life.

James Jones 
writes mystery 
I 
i J

NEW YORK (AP) - Speak­ 
ing softly in a voice that resem­ 
bles a Southern accent which 
has migrated North. James 
Jones casually points out that 
the novel for which he is best 
known, "From Here to Etern­ 
ity." still is being written in a 
sense. 
"Long before I did ‘From 
: Here to Eternity,’ " Jones says. 
; drawing intently on a long ci­ 
gar. "I conceived a book that 
would deal with a group of sol­ 
diers from pre-Pearl Harbor, 
through the fighting at Guadal­ 
canal ..and ending with their re­ 
turn to the United States. 
“Well, 1 wasn’t far into the 
book that became ‘Eternity,’ 
when I realized that 1 couldn’t 
possibly do all that 1 wanted to 
in just one book — it would be 
just too big and wouldn’t lend 
; itself to the dramatic necessity 
of the story. ” 
So, says Jones, who served in 
the Army nearly five years be­ 
fore and during World Wr II, 
he dealt with the Pearl Harbor 
portion in "Eternity.’’ with tte 
fighting 
on 
Guadalcanal 
in 
• 
Thin Red Line." and has 
been woiking on and off on the 
book that "w ill follow roughly 
the same people who appear­ 
ed in the other books when 
they return to the States." 
Jones points out that while 
the characters in these books 
have different names "they are 
essentially the same people, 
they are archetypes. Which is 
good, since I can kill a charac­ 
ter off in one book, and then if 
I need him 1 can bring him 
back in another ” 
The third book in the series. 
Jones savs. will be called 
“Whistle"’ and "its theme will 
be how these soldiers are not 
understo^ by the people back 
home. These are the people 
they’ve been fighting for but 
they don’t understand them. 
Thé affluent civilians don’t- 
know how to fit these combat 
veterans in and the vets don’t 
know what to do because they 
are all fouled up. ” 
Jones 
says 
he 
has 
put 
"Whistle’’ aside several times 
to write other books "but now I 
really want to finish it up. I’ve 
got about 100 pages done, and 1 
figure that’s about a seventh of 
the whole thii^.". 
The 52-year-oId native of Rob­ 
inson. III. — "It’s in Southern 


Illinois, which explains my ac­ 
cent” — says one of the books 
he set “ Whistle" aside to do 
was his latest novel. “A Touch 
of Danger." Jones says the 
book, a private-eye thriller, de­ 
veloped "from a weird murder 
I heard about while I was in 
Greece a few years ago. 
"I figured I had a good idea 
for a book, and I started fooling 
around with it and gradually it 
took over my entire interest. I 
guess all authors want to write 
at least one murder mystery, 
and I ’ve got a couple of ideas 
for a few more but I want to 
finish ‘Whistle’ first." 
But. Jones admits, he won’t 
be able to get back to that book 
for a while because he cur­ 
rently is working on a “ small 
book about what I saw in Viet­ 
nam. 1 was there for five weeks 
earlier this year to see the 
closedown and my book is 
going to be a novelist's journal 
of what I saw.” 
Jones does his writing in an 
apartment on the He St. Louis 
in the heart of Paris, where he 
lives with his wife and two chil­ 
dren. 
But he’s thinking of moving 
back to the United States "in a 
year or so because Paris has 
changed a lot. The whole idea 
of the free-living artist is get­ 
ting lost in the French race to 
catch up with America. Paris is 
getting to be awfully dull. I 
find it very exciting in this 
country, compared to Paris ”

By contrast, the Senate bill, 
v etoed by Gov ernor Bond , failed to 
carry ou t the wishes of the p eop le, 
who v oted ov erwhelmingly for 
gov ernment reorganization on Au g. 
8,19 72. 


That bill wou ld hav e red u ced the 
nu mber 
of agencies 
rep orting 
d irectly to the gov ernor only from 
87 to 70, hard ly a su bstantial 
reform, 
and 
req u ired 
Senate 
confirmation of 
200 ex ecu tiv e 
ap p ointments 
which, 
althou gh 
d own from 400 p rev iou sly , is still 
too many . The ^nate wou ld hav e 
had 
control 
of 
nu merou s 
ap p ointments, u nd ermining the 
au thority of d ep artment head s who 
shou ld hav e the p ower to ru n their 
own sh(^s. 


Thu s for the General Assembly 
it’s back to the d rawing board . We 
think Rep resentativ e Holt has a 
good p oint in q u estioning whether 
the job can be accomp lished in the 
three and one half months of the 
nex t regu lar session. A sp ecial 
session, d ev oted ex clu siv ely to 
reorganization, may be the answer.

For all the p ersp iration, cheek-twitching, 
v oice-cracking 
and 
word -fu mbling. 
Presid ent Nix on slu gged it ou t with anger, 
sarcasm, hu mor and no small measu re of 
skill His aid es p retend to be so elated with 
the Presid ent's p erformance that they are 
p red icting he will nev er again hid e from 
the p ress or ru n from p u blic q u estioning 
abou t his cond u ct of the p u blic's bu siness. 


That is good . Esp ecially if the Presid ent 
and his ad v isers u nd erstand that for the 
rest of Richard M. Nix on’s tenu re in the 
White Hou se he can ex p ect ju st the kind of 
tou gh q u estions he got last week. 


It has nothing to d o with Nix on’s long­ 
stand ing p aranoia that the p ress is kicking 
him arou nd . It is the simp le fact that the 
White Hou se p ress corp s is nev er v ery fond 
of any Presid ent — of any p arty . These 
newsmen see too mu ch of the d irty work, 
the p hony gambits, the lies and d ecep tions 
which seem to go with White Hou se 
maneu v ering no matter which p arty is in 
p ower. If they are a little more hostile 
toward Nix on it is becau se they hav e seen a 
little more v enality , corru p tion, d ev iou s­ 
ness than is normally the case. 
The only reason the p ress has been 
ov erly p olite to Presid ents in the p ast is 
that they feared the p u blic wou ld resent 
brash q u estions. Those q u estiom last week 
were a clear ind ication the p ress corp s had 
conclu d ed 
that the p u blic d istru sted 
Richard Nix on as mu ch as they d id , thu s it 
was absolu tely safe to ask q u estions that in 
another time might be criticized as 
d isresp ectfu l. 


The need for tou gh q u estions, and tou gh 
FOLLOW-UPS, was manifest in the way 
Mr. Nix on shrewd ly ev ad ed the tou ghest 
q u estions — like why . when former FBI 
head L. Patrick Gray warned him that 
some of his aid es were try ing to mortally 
wou nd him in the Watergate mess, the 
Presid ent nev er asked Gray : ‘‘Which 
ones? ” 


Or consid er the way Mr. Nix on d ealt with 
the p ossible ind ictment of Vice Presid ent 
Agnew and the p ossible ind ictments of 
Ehrlichman and Hald eman — all for 
v ariou s alleged felonies. 


As for Agnew. Mr. Nix on was masterfu l 
in ex p ressing “confid ence in the integrity 
of the v ice p resid ent and p articu larly in the 
p erformance of the d u ties he has had as 
v ice p resid ent.’’ Bu t as for the charges of 
bribery , kickbacks, ex tortion before Agnew 
was v ice p resid ent? Mr. Nix on said : 


“He wou ld consid er it imp rop er. I wou ld 
consid er it imp rop er, for me to comment 
on those charges and I shall not d o so. ” 


That is a nice, lawy erly stance which any 
civ il libertarian wou ki hav e to ap p lau d . 


Merry-go-round 
Co lso n testim o ny 
critica l o f Dea n

WASHINGTON - Former White Hou se 
aid e Charles Colson secretly told the 
Senate Watergate committee a tale that 
meshes closely with those of his ex - 
colleagu es John Ehrlichman and H. R. 
Hald eman. 


We hav e one of the closely gu ard ed 
su mmaries 
of 
Colson’s 
closed 
d oor 
interv iew with committee staffers in 
p rep aration for his testimony nex t month 
and hav e v erified its au thenticity with 
Colson. 


In it. the brisk, bu ccaneer Colson sid ed 
with the White Hou se Hans-and -Fritz team 
and p ainted a slip p ery p ictu re of former 
p resid ential cou nsel John Dean. Nowhere 
d id Colson d eep ly imp licate himself or 
ind icate that Presid ent Nix on knew of the 
Watergate cov eru p as Dean has charged . 
Ind eed . Colson charged Dean with his 
own cov eru p . 


Colson asserted that he sent a memo to 
Dean 
ou tlining 
some 
incriminating 
ev id ence. “Dean came to (Colson) that d ay 
or the nex t d ay and told him to d estroy (his 
cop y of) it b^au se it imp eaches (Nix on 
camp aign 
d ep u ty 
Jeb) 
Magru d er.’’ 
record ed the su mmary . 


•'He d id not d estroy it." the committee 
d ocu ment goes on. Later, Colson.told 
Hald eman aiKl Ehrlichman abou t his* talk 
with Dean. 


The 
hand some 
Dean 
also ord ered 
Watergate consp irator Howard Hu nt <Hit of 
the cou ntry after the Watergate break-in. 
accord ing to a Hu nt conv ersation with 
Colson’s 
secretary . 
In 
the 
same 
conv ersation, Colson rep orted . Hu nt said 
that “the big boy " — p resu mably former 
Attorney 
General 
John 
Mitchell 
— 
“d emand ed they go throu gh with the 
(Watergate) 
op eration." 
Mitchell 
has 
d enied similar charges by others. 


Missing from Colson’s talk with the 
staffers is the brash tone that was his 
hallmark at the White Hou se. To the 
contrary , there ap p ear to be moments of 
contrition in his statement, some d etails of 
which alread y hav e been rev ealed . 


“I ap p rov ed two ad s which were worked 
u p and p resented to me for ap p rov al and I 
p ossibly contribu ted something to the 
ad s,” he conced ed . The two ad s u sed 
names of p ersons withou t their p ermission 
to attack op p onents of the White Hou se 
Ind ochina p olicy . 


At another p oint, he ad mitted that “Hu nt 
came to me and said he had some hot 
i nf or m a t i on 
wi t h 
r e ga r d 
to 
Chap p aq u id d ick . .. and I told him to get it. 
It d id not tu rn ou t to be any thing 
significant.'’ 


“Hu nt,” he went on, “ mad e only two 
trip s at my req u est, one was for the 
Chap p aq u id d ick p ap ers and the other was 
to Cienv er to interv iew Dita Beard ,” whose 
famou s memo tied a hu ge ITT antitru st 
settlement to a $400,000 GOP camp aign 
offer by ITT. 


Besid es his activ ist rote, Colson receiv ed 
“Chap man’s rep orts,” the memos sent to 
former Nix on aid e Mu rray Chotiner from 
two of ChoUner’s sp ies in the McGov ern 
p ress p arty . “Colson has no knowled ge of 
any other d irty tricks ty p e activ ities,“ 
insists 
the 
su mmary 
of 
Colson’s 
statements. 


In fact, Colson d enied v ehemently a 
claim by Magru d er that Colson p u shed him 
to imp lement the Watergate bu gging p lan. 
“Colson called Magru d er, who he d id not 
think was d oing a v ery effectiv e job, and 
told him in no u ncertain terms that he 
shou ld 
giv e 
Hu nt 
and 
(Watergate 
consp irator Gord on) Lid d y his ear,” the 
Colson su mmary ad mitted . Bu t Colson has 
rep eated ly d e n^ he knew bu gging was 
p art of the p lan. 
• 


When the Watergate scand al d id break. 


claimed Colson, he “had a meeting with 
camp aign p eop le wherein he strongly 
u rged that those resp onsible shou ld be 
cleaned ou t.” 


Footnote: In the confid ential fou r-p age 
su mmary , obtained by ou r rep orter Ru th 
Jones, Colson is q u oted as say ing he 
thou ght he told Hald eman certain d etails of 
Dean’s cov eru p efforts in Janu ary 19 73. 
Colson told u s this is inaccu rate as well as 
other sections of the memo.

That lawy erly p rop riety v anished when 
Mr. Nix on got to the two men whose fates 
in the cou rts are inex tricably linked to hii 
fate, and he had no hestitation in d eclaring 
them innocent. 


Those are the nu ances the p ress is 
su p p osed to see — and p oint ou t, often to 
the ex asp eration of p oliticians who p ray 
they can fool enou gh of the p eop le enou gh 
of the time. 


Richard Nix on v s. the p ress is going to be 
a featu re attraction ev ery d ay he remains 
in the p resid ency . Only the onru sh of 
history will tell whether that is good or bad 
for the cou ntry .

WASHINGTON - In a flttle more than 
two months, East-West talks will begin in 
Eu rop e

seem not to be as well p rep ared for these 
negotiations as we shou ld be. 


This d oes not mean 
that NATO’s forces, v id th 
American grou nd u nits, 
tactical air and other 
weap onry forming the 
main core, are not in 
rou gh p ractical balance 
with those the Sov iet 
Union and its allies can 
mu ster for an assau lt.

Carefu l analy sts long since hav e d isp osed 
of the shallow my th that U.S. forces in 
Eu rop e are there for p u rely sy mbolic 
p u rp oses and cou ld not, in comp any with 
their NATA allies, stand off a siKld en 
Sov iet attack. The weighing of relativ e 
strength, inclu d ing both manp ower and 
armor, su ggests su ch an attack cou ld be 
withstood . 


The notion that ou r military p resence in 
Eu rop e is only sy mbolic u nd erlies su ch 
mov es 
in 
Congress 
as 
Sen. 
Mike 
Mansfield ’s p et p rop osal to cu t U.S. 
Eu rrp ean forces in half. That p lan nev er 
d id take accou nt of the Eu rop ean military 
and p olitical realities, and against the 
backd rop of the coming late Octd Der talks 
it looks d ownright med d lesome. 


The Brookings rep ort on the Presid ent’s 
1974 bu d get ind icates there are ind eed 
way s 
this 
cou ntry 
cou ld 
red u ce its 
Eu r(p ean forces, with likely d efense 
bu d get sav ings. Bu t it su ggests we are 
hamp ered 
by 
an 
ou tmod ed 
military 
stru ctu re. 


The comp laints the Brookings sp ecialists 
lev y / against ou r NATO forces inclu d e one 
d irected against the whole military d efense 
establishment: It is tcp -heav y with su p p tnt 
u nits at a time when d efense manp ower 
costs are sp u rting u p ward and efficiency in 
su ch u nits is in q u estion. 


Stu d ies show that U.S. Army d iv isions 
are sp lit rou ghly 59 -50 betweeq combat and 
su p p ort elements, while Sov iet and other 
El^tern d iv isions ex hibit a ratio of 75 p er 
cent combat, 25 p er cent su p p ort. 


Moreov er, the ratio of tanks to men in a 
Sov iet armored d iv ision is twice that of a 
U.S. armored d iv ision. And Sov iet tactical 
air centers on close su p p ort of grou nd 
troop s, while ou r “tactical” air is in fact 
conceiv ed as a mu ltip u rp ose force whose 
goals inclu d e d eep territorial strikes that 
are 
more 
p rop erly 
d escribed 
a t 
“strategic.” 


The Sov iet setu p is geared to the id ea of a 
q u ick war and , of cou rse, a q u ick v ictory . 


As noted , the analy sts’ ju d gment is that 
we cou ld thwart that p u rp ose, ev en as 
p resently organized . Still, the ev id ence is 
strong that we are not only ov erload ed with 
costly manp ower, bu t geared for a kind of 
long war that may nev er be fou ght again — 
with slow reserv e bu ild -u p , p rotection of 
sea lanes, etc. 


So the analy sts say we cou ld slash 
p resent U.S. NATO forces — n(rt in half, 
bu t from 300,000 d own to 250,000. Most of 
this wou ld be ““su p p ort fat.” And they 
argu e we shou ld tu ne u p , realistically , for a 
q u icker war. 


It is, howev er, late in the game to d o this 
and still make comp elling “troop cu t” 
argu ment with Moscow. Und erstand ably , 
they d istru st ou r talk of “balanced ” 
red u ctions. They see u s p rop osing to trim 
fat while they are asked to cu t d eep into 
mu scle. Were we mod ernized , we cou ld 
negotiate better.

"There's n o thin g mu ch y o u

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The G A O — more than just bookkeepers

WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
General Accountir^ Office has 
come a long way since the days 
when its auditors spent most of 
their time checking government 
ledgers to make sure the tax­ 
payers’ money was being spent 
properly. 
The GAO still has plenty of 
accountants on its payroll. And 
it still keeps a close eye on gov­ 
ernment spending. 
But the congressional watch­ 
dog agency tries to do much 
more. 
“ We are trying to make our 
work more relevant to the con­ 
gressional intent." says Comp­ 
troller 
General 
Elmer 
B. 
Staats, who has headed the 
agency since 1966. 
"W e are trying to look into 
the question whether programs 
are working or not, getting into 
program 
effectiveness, 
pro­ 
gram evaluation," says the 59- 
year-old Kansas-born Ph. D. 
and career public servant. 
The 3,100 professionals on the 
GAO staff include lawyers, en­ 
gineers, industrial management 
specialists, business adminis­ 
tration graduates, statisticians, 
‘ actuaries, systems analysts and 
computer experts. 
There is even one medical 
doctor because some of the 
most expensive programs GAO 
checks on are in the health 
field. 
The agency also has a num­ 
ber of consultants on call for 
specialized inquiries. 
The increasingly variegated 
professional staff gives a meas­ 
ure of how widely GAO’s activi­ 
ties have spread beyond the old 
assignment 
of 
auditing 
the 
books and making sure tl» dol­ 
lars appropriated were spent 
for designated purposes and no 
other. 
During one recent month, 
chosen at random, GAO sent 27 
reports to Congress. Amoi^ the 
titles; 
—Progress and problems in 
achieving 
objectives of 
tl« 
school lunch program. 
—Need for improved controls 
for identifying and correcting 
safety defects on light aircraft. 
—Need for improved con­ 
sumer protection in interstate 
and land sales. 


—Social Services: do they 
help welfare recipients achieve 
self-support or reduced depend­ 
ency. 
—The federal catalog pro­ 
gram: progress and problems 
in attaining a uniform identi­ 
fication system for suppUes. 
—Progress and problems of 
U.S. assistance for land reform 
in Vietnam. 
—Extent of cost growth and 
delays 
in construction pro­ 
grams of the Department of 
Defense. 
—Opportunities for improvii^ 
the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion’s administration of agree­ 
ments with states regulating 
users of radioactive materials. 
—Analysis of cost estimates 
for the space shuttte and two 
alternate programs.

Part of GAO’s work load, 
Staats estimates 10 per cent, is 
dictated by specific statutes. 
His agency is required, for 
example, to audit the books of 
government corporations. Some 
single-purpose laws, such as 
the one authorizing government 
guarantee of loans to the Lock­ 
heed Corp., specifically require 
GAO oversight and remits. 
Requests from Congress ac­ 
count for 25 per cent of GAO’s 
effort, and this sèment is 
growing. 
Some of the requests come 
from committee cluiirmen, and 
GAO treats most of these as 
commands. 
Others come from individual 
members and, while the agency 
does not look on these as hav­ 
ing the legal force of com­ 
mittee requests, it tries to 
avoid flatly turning any down. 
Sometimes requests from in­ 
dividual members fall into a 
pattern that suggests a general 
survey and report to Congress 
as a whole. In other cases, 
GAO staffers negotiate with the 
inquiring lawmaker’s office and 
agree on reasonable limits for 
investigation. 
The rest of GAO’s projects, 
roughly two-thirds, are self-gen­ 
erated. 
The agency keeps a resident 
staff on Capitol H ill, closely in 
touch with committee staffs, 
and has others detailed to ma­ 
jor executive agencies. 


The GAO also has 16 regional 
offices in the United States, in­ 
cluding one in Hawaii, and four 
in foreign countries, including 
one in Saigon which may be 
phased out. 
These outlying representa­ 
tives comprising more than 
half the GAO staff, are under 
instructions to keep abreast of 
the far-flung governmental op­ 
erations, 
anticipate develop­ 
ments in which Congress will 
be interested and make sugges­ 
tions for studies. 
Reports, often critical, on In­ 
dividual Defense Department 
contracts were a stock in trade 
of the GAO during much of the 
60's. 
There are many fewer such 
reports now. Staats has cited 
three reasons for the shift in 
emphasb:- 
—The Pentagon’s own De­ 
fense Contract Audit Agency 
has been established to take 
over most of such individual 
audits. 
—The Truth in Negotiations 
Act, for which GAO pressed, 
requires contractors to submit 
certified cost and price data in 
their negotiations. 
—GAO has broadened its in­ 
vestigative scope. 
The watchdog agency enjoys 
generally good relations with 
its master. Congress. It has 
little trouble over its annual 
budget, which may reach |100 
million this year. 
But the relationship has not 
always been one of unalloyed 
affection.

In 1965, the year before 
Staats became comptroller gen­ 
eral, a House Government Op­ 
erations subcommittee looked 
into allegations that, among 
other things, the GAO was put­ 
ting headline-hunting titles on 
its reports on defense contracts 
and making them public before 
the fiitr , concerned had a 
chance to see them in final 
form. 
According to GAO sources, 
the subcommittee’s report pro­ 
duced a chill in the agen^ that 
led to considerable caution for 
several yean. 
GAO apparently has long 
since recovered its self-assur­ 
ance. 
The process presumably has 


been helped 
along by the 
present comptroller’s policy of 
shifting emphasis toward effi­ 
ciency 
studies 
rather 
than 
searches for irregularities—al­ 
though the latter have not been 
abandoned. 
Some changes in procedures 
that began after the subcom­ 
mittee investigation continues 
— for example, more neutrally 
worded titles and a rule that 
Congress and the persons re­ 
ported on get copies of GAO re­ 
ports a day before they are re­ 
leased generally. 


Moreover, the GAO reproduc­ 
es, essentially in full, as an­ 
nexes to its reports the com­ 
ments and di^greements of 
agencies and persons reported 
on. 
Sources in the agency say, in 
fact, that there has now ap­ 
peared some counter-criticism 
that GAO has become too easy 
on business. If the complaints 
come from both directions, they 
contend, GAO must be doing its 
job. 
The agency has not hesitated 
to spell out in its reports in­ 
stances of what it considered 
less than full cooperation by 
some of the governmental units 
*it has studied. It has disagreed 
with defense agencies, units of 
the Treasury and the Federal 
D e p o s it 
Insurance Corp., 
among others. 
There is some firing back. 
At a recent congressional 
committee hearing, Adm. Elmo 
R. Zumwalt, the Chief of Naval 
Operations, took strong ex­ 
ception to what he called in­ 
accurate GAO estimates of the 
cost of homeporUng warships in 
Greece. 
As for his general opinion of 
the agency, the admiral said, 
" I think they serve a useful 
function. I think that their 
work, like that of every other 
agency, ranges from very good 
to very bad, and I think this 
particular study was neither 
the best nor the worst I have 
seen.’’ 
Zumwalt 
complained 
also 
that when the GAO makes a 
study "it is not possible for the 
body being investigated to see 
the report in time to respond in 
an intelligent way." 
The GAO, for its part, says it 
allows at least 60 days for the 


subject of a report to study the 
preliminary draft and make its 
comments before publication. 
This is one reason, Staats 
says, why reports sometimes 
appear dated. A major study 
requires up to 18 months to 
complete. 


Last year, the GAO was 
handed an additional, potential­ 
ly controversial job it did not 
want. 
When Congress passed the 
Federal 
Election 
Campaign 
Act, requiring much record­ 
keeping and reporting and set­ 
ting limits on spending forV>- 
litical advertisirig, it resolved a 
dispute as to whether the act 
should be administered by an 
independent commission by di­ 
viding the responsibility. 
The GAO was given the task 
of overseeing the reporting pro­ 
visions relating to campaigns 
for president and vice presi­ 
dent; the development of ad­ 
vertising spending regulations 
for all candidates for federal 
office, and auditing and report­ 
ing on the campaign fund built 
up by the dollar checkoffs tax­ 
payers authorize on their in­ 
come tax returns. 
The secretary of the Senate 
and clerk of the House were 
given major responsibility for 
those provisions of the act 
regulating campaign activities 
for their branches. 
Staats created an Office of 
Federal Elections within the 
GAO and brought in an old 
Budget Bureau colleague, Phil­ 
lip S. Hughes, to head it. 
Hughes, 
in an 
interview, 
called the act workable, but not 
perfect. 
But he said he thinks he and 
his staff of about 30, who have 
the job of overseeing some 2.- 
000 registered political com­ 
mittees and groups, have made 
progress. 
Many of the campaign com­ 
mittees are hit-ami-nin affairs 
put together for a single effort, 
he said. But he said that among 
the continuing ones, such as na­ 
tional party and state central 
committees, the word is out 
that "you’d better watch out 
for those bastards from the 
GAO. We didn’t think they’d 
come around, but they did." 
Hughes said his unit has re­ 
ferred about 30 cases to the

The salary is $42,500 a year, 
the same as a senator or repre­ 
sentative. and at the end of his 
term he may retire on full pay. 
He thus enjoys a notable de­ 
gree of independence. 
The GAO staff Is under Civil 
Service, with the attendant pro- 
t e c t i 0 n s and prohibitions 
against political influence. 
Staats was deputy director of 
the Bureau of the Budget, a 
registered Democrat but essen­ 
tially a nonpolitical career civil 
servant, when President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson appointed him 
comptroller general.

Formal wear was suggested 
for the Captain's gala but only 
one tuxedo showed up.

As the brochure promised, 
travelling Russian style was an 
adventure. And something of a 
mystery. In New York, no vis­ 
itors were allowed on board, 
because, so we were told, the 
Coast Guard had "sealed the 
ship off against provocateurs 
and terrorists.” who remained 
nameless ...

At presen t, 
the gov ern men t sets qu otas on 
the amou n t of dairy produ cts 
su ch as cheese an d dry milk 
that can be imported an n u ally . 
Un der the plan , lev ies wou ld 
be made again st dairy imports 
an y time the av erage pric*e of 
milk paid to farmers falls be­ 
low 105 per cen t of the gov ern ­ 
men t’s parity price for milk. 
The 105 per cen t parity stipu ­ 
lation v irtu ally ru les ou t an y 
lev y -free dairy imports u n der 
presen t econ omic con dition s. 
Accordin g to the Agricu ltu re 
Departmen t, milk prices in 
Ju ly av eraged on ly 7 4 per cen t 
of the parity price of $9.13 per 
100 pou n ds. 
Thu s, at the Ju ly av erage of 
$6.7 5 per hu n dredweight, milk 
prices last mon th wou ld hav e 


had to hav e been arou n d $9.60 
before a v ariable lev y plan 
wou ld n ot apply . 
Lewis said dairy 
imports 
cou ld con tin u e as n eeded bu t 
that those Wou ld be priced at 
lev els reflectin g costs of U.S. 
produ ction . 
"On ly when milk prices in 
the Un ited Sates reach par­ 
ity -plu s a small 5 per cen t 
margin of error—wou ld it be­ 
come econ omically feasible for 
importers to bu y sign ifican t 
qu an tities of foreign dairy prod­ 
u cts for resale to U.S. con ­ 
su mers." Lewis said.

If 
y ou fin d v egetables that are 
discolored an d shriv eled or ice 
cream that has stain s on the 
ou tside of the package, they ’v e 
also been refrozen . 
Oran ge ju ice that has thawed 
an d been refrozen will often 
separate after y ou mix it. If the 
food or bev erage has thawed 
bu t has n ot gon e abov e 45 
degrees, it’s probably n ot been 
damaged. 
Don 't eat an y frozen food that 
looks u n appetizin g or smells 
odd. Take it back to y ou r grocer 
fora refu n d.

Research fears 'epidemic'

KENT, Ohio — (NEA) — A dru g epidemic is sweepin g sports, 
accordin g to a leadin g researcher in phy sical edu cation 
•I don ’t thin k there's an y top rate athlete in the world who is 
n ot or has n ot been on amphetamin es or steroids." say s Dr. 
Lawren ce Goldin g. 
He heads the applied phy siology laboratory here at Ken t State 
Un iv ersity an d in the low-slu n g con crete block stru ctu re ju st off 
Su mmit Road at the edge of this bu colic campu s. Dr. Goldin g 
has con du cted sign ifican t tests on the effects of dru gs on athletic 
performan ce. 
It is importan t that we defin e the two major areas of dru gs in 
.sports. (The in ciden ce of athletes on the so-called "hard" an d 
addictiv e dru gs is min imal an d becau se of the deleteriou s 
effects on 
u sers certain ly wou ldn 't 
be equ ated with 
champion ship performan ce.) 
We are talkin g abou t 1) amphetamin e, a cen tral n erv ou s 
sy stem stimu lan t an d by far the most common dru g in u se 
amon g athletes, an d 2) an abolic steroids, design ed to promote 
weight gain an d mu scu lar stren gth. 
Goldin g say s flatly . "Amphetaimin e is the most prev alen t 
dru g at the Oly mpic Games. Bu t the on ly reason they take it is 
that it’s a pepper-u pper. I can tell y ou that from my research." 
More than 10 y ears ago. he had already don e a stu dy on 


amphetamin es as they reflected on athletic performan ce — 
before the amphetamin es in their v ariou s forms became the 
popu lar street (iru gs. 
"There had been a loosely con trolled stu dy at Harv ard," he 
n otes, 
"which 
said 
that 
amplKtamin es 
did 
improv e 
performan ce. An other stu dy at Sprin gfield C ollie showed they 
made n o differen ce at all. An d my stu dy showed that 
amphetamin es 
defin itely 
do 
n ot 
en han ce 
phy sical 
performan ce." 
Then why shou ld an athlete bother with them? 
"He fin ds himseU prey to the n eed to u se them." con ten ds 
Goldin g, "becau se his peers are doin g it an d he had better do it 
to keep u p. It's fu n n y how athletes respon d to official 
statemen ts. When the IC)C (In tern ation al Oly mpic Committee) 
comes ou t again st amphetamin es, the athletes say . if they 
didn ’t do an y good, why wou ld the IOC be again st it?' 
"There’s an epidemic amon g champion s. They ’re con cern ed 
an d n ot in fav or of what they ’re doin g bu t they do it becau se 
they feel they hav e to." 
How do y ou prev en t the u se of amphetamin es? Urin e tests to 
rev eal them are stigmatic an d prqsen t a staggerin g logistics 
problem. Edu cation ? Goldin g is blan dly realistic. 
"As lon g as y ou striv e for ex cellen ce, well —. They ’re lookin g 
for an edge." 


In his own theses on tl.e su bject, Goldin g has written . 
"In creased psy chological preparedn ess appears to be the on ly 
ration al ju stification for the u se of amphetamin es." 
On ly a recogn ition of the morally reprehen sible effects of dru g 
u sage in spit^^* ^ (plu s poten tial phy sical harm from ex cesses) can 
cu rb the ep.demic "Prohibition ." shru gs Goldin g, "n ev er 
worked in keepin g u s from drin kin g whiskey ." 
Cu rren tly , Goldin g is absorbed in a con tin u in g stu dy of the 
effects of an abolic steroids, which are popu lar amon g weight 
lifters an d hav e also been u sed by track men , wrestlers an d 
football play ers. 
Here, too, the ev iden ce of their effect on weight an d stren gth 
seems to be equ iv ocal. 


"The an abolic steroids, ' say s Goldin g, "are su pposed to 
atrophy the testes, make y ou lose y ou r hair, lose y ou r sex driv e, 
bu t I’v e on ly heard of it defin itely workin g that way on ce, in the 
case of a black weight lifter." 


He is con du ctin g his stu dy , which will be con clu ded the last 
week of Au gu st, with a grou p of 16 body bu ilders. He took two of 
them off becau se he perceiv ed what might be harmfu l effects. 
"Most of them." he say s, "are eager to take it becau se they 
wan t to bu ild themselv es u p. bu t they ’re scared, an d here we do 
it u n der the best possible con dition s of care an d testin g. We giv e 


them 10 milligrams of Dian ohol (most popu lar commercial 
preparation ) ev ery day for 12 weeks." 
Ten prev iou s stu dies hav e been don e with .steroids. Six 
con clu ded they help in size an d stren gth. "Bu t is it lean body 
mu scle they 'rr piu tin g on ’’" asks Goldin g who has accu mu lated 
an array of sophi.sticated testin g apparatu s in his maze of a 
laboratorv (u n derwater weighin g machin e, residu al v olu n n e 
.an aly zer — both to measu re a person ’s fat). 


The iron y of his work is that he can n ot get the compan ies 
which man u factu re the dru gs to cooperate in the research — 
su ch as C1BA Pharmaceu tical Compan y , which produ ces 
Dian ohol. (The compan y does n ot wish to en gage in an y action , 
a represen tativ e wrote Goldin g, "which cou lld be con stru ed as 
ev en tacit approv al of the u se of Dian ohol in athletes ") 


The whole area of dru gs in sports is so tou chy that after 
atten din g recen t Con gression al hearin gs in Washin gton . Goldin g 
has been tempted to destroy his files. The professor, a trim, 47 -, 
y ear-old former swimmin g champ from Sou th Africa, has 
worked with the Clev elan d In dian s baseball team for fou r y ears 
in testin g their phy sical fitn ess an d has in terv iewed champiora 
at all lev els of sports. 
"I'v e thou ght of bu rn in g the n ames," he say s, "becau se I 
don ’t wan t to ev er hav e to iden tify an y of my athlete sou rces."

The su rv ey fou nd abou t 7 5 
p er cent of the resp onding 
hrms p lanned to mak e acq u isi­ 
tions this y ear. Abou t or» -third 
of those inv olv ed foreign acq u i­ 
sitions, desp ite u ncertainties 
ov er ex change rates, the bal­ 
ance of p ay ment situ ation and 
the u se of the dollar as p rinci­ 
p al means for financing foreign 
trade. 
Abou t 80 p er cent of the firms 
that already hav e foreign op er­ 
ations indicated they p lanned to 
ex p and them this y ear. 
Gary R. Nu ss, who directed 
the MRI stu dy , said the sam­ 
p ling inclu ded p u blic and p ri­ 
v ate firms, those with domes­ 
tic, international and mu ltina­ 
tional op erations, and both 
manu factu ring and nonmanu ­ 
factu ring concerns.

The su rv ey showed 95 p er 
cent of the firms ex p ected at 
least 15 p er cent rate of retu rn 
on ov erseas inv estments, with 
domestic rates of retu rn sev ­ 
eral p ercentage p oints lower. 
Nearly a third demanded a 25 
p er cent retu rn ov erseas and 57 
p er cent wanted at least 20 p er 
cent.

strongholds of U.S. bu siness ac­ 
tiv ity . The MRI rep ort said, “It 
is u nderstandable, therefore, 
why the resp ondents reflect a 
relativ ely lack lu ster interest in 


the bu siness significance of the 
President’s p olitical cou p s ’ 
The su rv ey showed 90 p er 
cent of the resp ondents ex p ect 
foreign firms to k eep increas­ 
ing thier inv estment in the 
United States, bu t two-thirds 
considered it of little con­ 
seq u ence to their* own op er­ 
ations. 
Nu ss said it ap p ears larger 
firms, with rev enu es greater 
than fl.2 billion, are more lik e­ 
ly to see good than bad in for­ 


eign op erations coming to the 
United States. 
“It can be ex p ected that the 
nu mber of foreign tak e-ov en 
will grow dramatically in 197 3 
and fa^ond," the rep ort said. It 
was felt some cou ntries, esp e­ 
cially Jap an and West Germa­ 
ny , hav e established su ch effec­ 
tiv e mark eting beachheads that 
assembly op erations in the 
United States will mak e sense, 
esp ecially in v iew of the second 
dollar dev alu ation.

It

difference between iso metric 
and 
iso to nic 
ex ercises 
An 
iso metric ex ercise is o ne where 
y o u tense a muscle like might 
o ccur if y o u clo se y o ur fist and 
then grip it as hard as y o u can. 
o r in a firm handshake. The 
muscle 
is 
tensed 
witho ut 
actually changing its shape Yo u 
can ho ld y o ur arm o ut and 
stiffen it witho ut mo v ing it. 
This is an iso metric ex ercise In 
iso to nic ex ercise the muscles 
mo v e, as o ccurs with running, 
o r bending the elbo w back and 
fo rth. 
When a muscle is tensed, as 
in an iso metric ex ercise, the 
pressure 
in 
the 
muscle 
clamping do wn o n the arteries 
decreases the blo o d flo w to that 
muscle. So me way thro ugh a 
reflex 
m echanism , 
this 
stimulates the nerv e co ntro l 
o v er the arteries in the who le 
bo dy and can cause the blo o d 
pressure to rise significantly 
The degree o f rise v aries with 
different indiv iduals. 
This same reflex mechanism

I suspect that perso ns who do 
hav e serio us heart and v ascular 
pro blems, o r tho se who hav e 
unusually o v eractiv e reflex es in 


this regard, might indeed hav e 
so me pro blems with co ntinuo us 
handshaking, but fo r the v ast 
majo rity o f relativ ely healthy 
indiv iduals, it co uldn't create 
much o f a pro blem. 
There’s an interesting so cial 
o r cultural aspect to this. We 
co mmo nly think that a “ man'’ 
sho uld hav e a warm, firm hand­ 
clasp. If he ex tends a limp hand

India, Pakis tan

NEW DELHI (AP) - India 
and Pakistan, striv ing to heal 
the wo unds o f a war that ended 
2 0 mo nths ago . to day signed an 
agreement permitting the re­ 
lease o f abo ut 90,000 Pakistani 
priso ners o f war. 


The Pakistanis were taken 
during the December 197 1 In- 
dia-Pakistan war fo ught o v er 
the creatio n o f Bangladesh in 
what had been the eastern wing 
o f Pakistan. 
Their co ntinued detentio n by 
India was the chief stumbling 
blo ck to a final settlement o f 
the war. The Bangladesh go v ­ 
ernment o f Prime Minister 
Mujibur Rahman had threat­ 
ened to try a small gro up o f 
them o n war crimes charges 
fo r alleged atro cities during the 
war and the Pakistani military 
o ccupatio n that preceded it. 
The tex t o f the agreement to 
release them, signed after 11 
day s o f bargaining, was no t im­ 
mediately 
released.

that it co v ered aU the main hu­ 
manitarian pro blems still left 
fro m the war.

GOP leaders think party will survive

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Three Republican politicians 
out among the voters last week 
have come up with the same 
reading on Watergate; It won't 
damage their election chances 
next year but it's turning a lot 
of Americans off politicians in 
general. 
All three said they view soar­ 
ing food prices as a more im­ 
portant issue than Watergate. 
Democratic political strate­ 
gists seem to agree with the as­ 
sessment that the Watergate 
scandal will have negative ef­ 
fects on both parties. 
But they are inclined to be­ 
lieve that it will hurt Republi­ 
cans more. 
The Republicans out talkir^ 
to voters last week were Reps. 
Peter A. Peyser of New York 
and Stanford E. Parris of Vir­ 
ginia and Maryland State Sen. 
Robert E. Bauman. 


Bauman, a conservative, nar­ 
rowly defeated a conservative 
Democratic opponent last week 
to fill an unexpired term in the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
from Maryland's 1st District. 
Before the election. Bauman 
had predicted that neither Wa­ 
tergate nor food prices would 
defeat him. He proved correct. 
He believes the same thing will 
prove true next year. 


“ The people here are not 
such sophisticates that they're 
going to vote against me to get 
back at (President) Nixon for 
the bad things that have been 
done," Bauman said before last 
week's election. 
Bauman's district has sent 
Republicans to Congress since 
1962. however, so it is question­ 
able whether his victory can be 
taken as a solid indication that 
Watergate will not hurt Re­ 
publicans at the polls next 
year. 
In New York City. Peyser got 


this cynical assessment from a 
grocer in the Bronx* 
“ There's an old saying that 
all politicians are crooks ... It 
seems to me this is just part of 
the whole rotten system. But 
it's nothing new. They talk 
about Watergate; what about 
the (Soviet) wheat deaU That's 
even worse than Watergate." 
And in Northern Virginia. 
Parris spent a day meeting 
with constituents without any of 
them even mentioning Water­ 
gate. 
Their overriding concern was 
the ever-rising cost of food. 
However, at least one House 
Republican leader, GOP Con­ 
ference Chairman John B. An­ 
derson of Illinois, says Water­ 
gate will severely damage Re­ 
publicans. 
Anderson said last week he 
thinks Watergate has hurt him 
so badly that he may abandon 
his hope of running against 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III 
next year. 


Canadians plagued by soot 


WINDSOR, Ont. (AP) - The 
lady of tlw house came to the 
door with black grime all over 
her knees, feet and hands. 
“ Would I talk about the fall­ 
out? Just look at me," she said. 
Mrs. Gordon Claus was one 
of many victims of a mys­ 
terious fallout of soot that blan­ 
keted part of Windsor, Ont.. 
and several suburbs of neigh­ 
boring Detroit Sunday night 
and returned again Monday 
evening. 
She and thousands of others 
will have to repeat Monday's 
housecleaning process today. 
Windsor police said the soot's 
return was "terrible—just aw­ 
ful" and spread over the city's 
west side, closest to Detroit. 
Police said the fallout was 
not as heavy as Sunday's but 
seemed worse because of tem­ 


peratures in the 90s and high 
humidity. A police Spokesman 
said the fallout was gritty and 
many persons found it difficult 
to breathe. 
Two Windsor constables com­ 
plained of nausea and breath­ 
ing problems and were treated 
and released from a hospital. 
Residents with respiratory dis­ 
eases were urged to stay in­ 
doors as much as possible. 
Environmental officials have 
not yet pinpointed the source of 
the oily grime. But Edmund 
Moranty. enforcement super­ 
visor for the Wayne County De­ 
partment of Health's air pollu­ 
tion control division, said the 
soot was from oil-fired equip­ 
ment. Two power plants in the 
area use oil-fired equipment. 
“ The situation is pathetic in 
some of these homes," said Da­ 


vid Edwards, engineer for the 
air 
management 
branch of 
Windsor's Department of the 
Environment. “ They woke up 
and their skin was black, their 
clothes 
were 
black, 
their 
drapes, their furniture." 
Mrs. Claus' troubles were 
typical of those whose homes, 
cars, 
boats 
and 
swimming 
pools were drenched with soot. 
"I've 
been cleaning ever 
since I got up this morning," 
Mrs. Claus said Monday as she 
slumped into a chair. 
“ I've been here two years, 
and this is the first time some­ 
thing like this has ever hap­ 
pened. Before, yc j could just 
wipe it off. This stuff just 
makes an oily smear. 
“ I’ve had to change all the 
bedclothes.

“ There will be some modest in­ 
fluence by people who blame 
the whole thing on the Republi­ 
cans. By far the greatest in­ 
fluence will be that, ‘the whole 
system is shot through with this 
sort of thing so I'm just going 
to be turned off." 
As Peyser traveled through 
his district from plush suburbs 
on the Hudson to the rundown 
streets of the Bronx, issues 
most on constituents' minds 
were food prices and crime. 
“ The prices." said an Italian 
woman in the Bronx. 
“Too 
much. Too much. With a big 
family you cannot make the 
payments. You gotta stretch." 
But the biggest complaint — 
from all the sh(^ owners Pey­ 
ser talked to and from many of 
the people on the street — was 
crinle. 
Only one person, a housewife 
in the small Hudson River town 
of Hastings, brought up Water­ 
gate as the issue she was most 
concerned about.
